Government meteorologists say 
that the tornado which hit War- 
ren Monday afternoon originated 
in Louisiana. It passed near Shreve- 
pon at 3 p.m., entered Arkansas 


ffi'j ?a?ve Haynesville, La., went by 
ET Dorado at 4:40—and 
struck 
Warren at 5:15. 


'The tornado track is a familiar 
and deadly pattern, not only here 
out all over America. One of the 
stones I handled as a cub reporter 
•was about a cyclone that hit Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., in 1920. The feature 
was this: Twenty-five years to the 
day and very hour after a cyclone 
had come over the mountain wall 
and struck my home town 
its 
brother came back and hit the 


£TJ very same street. 


• Monday's tornado was following 


tirlb that hit Cotton Valley, La , 
WTOost .exactly a year earlier—but 
such 'repeat performances, while 
filling all of us with fear, 
are 
strictly coincidences. The meteoro- 
logical facts are well known but 
I still say it reverently, for 
I 
covered thy Strong, Ark., tornado 
disaster of May 1927 when 27 were 
killed and 95 terribly injured- and

•T' through this section toward Blevins 
Wi .1921. 
•'"But, the birth of *a cyclone is 
accidental, 
and its deadly trail 
through the countryside a haphaz- 
ard one. I got the technical story 
about tornadoes (or cyclones) from 
C.,,F. Byrns, editor of the Fort 
Smith Southwest American, when 
I -was visiting him in April 1927, 
just a month before the disaster 
at-Strong. Mr. Byrns is an amateur 
meteorologist 
of 
many 
years' 
standing, and, a small twister hav- 


(<fe mg touched the outskirts of Fort 
Smith the day before I got there, 
he gave me this technical explana- 
tion: 


As a thunderstorm moves across 
the country it actually rolls, the 
wind traveling in one direction a 
land level, and in the opposite 
direction thousand of feet up. This 
rolling banana of 
a windstorm 
sometimes has one end chopper, 
off. and this rotating piece topples 
over and spins ike a spinning coin. 


The rotation axis is now vertica 


,*> instead of horizontal, and of course 
that creates a vacuum in the cen- 
ter—and you have the familiar 
and deadly suction mouth' of a 
tornado dangling out of a moving 
storm. 
Sometimes the 
suction 
mouth is on the ground, 
other 
times it is hundreds of feet in the 
air-—and thus it wanders across 
the land, tearing up a town here, 
then skipping many miles before 
it comes down again. 


Obviously a panic-stricken people 
make a fatal mistake when they 


..«. clpse all the doors and windows 
w against a tornado. The quicker the 
air can escape the less the damage 
—but how is one to know whether 
th? impending storm 
is just a 
straight wind or a deadly cycloneV 
The queer things that occur in 
a great disaster give rise to im- 
possible stories, which really have 
a"simple explanation. There is the 
story, for instance, that a cyclone 
drives straw into tree 
trunks. 
What actually happens is that the 
iiejrce wind bends the tree over, 
arid when its snaps back the bark 
;i; catches and holds whatever has 
been hurled against it. 
''. But for presence of mind T will 
always remember the story of one 
mother in the great tornado 
at 
Strong. A neighbor shouteS "Cy- 
clone!" She loked out the window, 
then looked at her baby, and then 
at the kitchen stove, in which the 
fire was out. Quick as lightning 
she lifted the lids, put the baby in, 
and replaced the lids. The cyclone 
hit, the house vanished, the mother 
was hurt—but when rescuers lifted 


«_ the stove lids there was the baby, 
'ill safe and sound.

Dealers", the president's advisers 
feel that prospects nr now favor- 
abl for enactment of many of the 
proposals the GOP-dominated 80th 
congress rejected last year.

TRUMAN-FOREIGN

•Washington, Jan. 5 —(/?)— The 
sense of world. crisis which has 
marked ;mariy of President Tru- 
man's .earlier addresses was not- 
ably lacking today in his "state of 
tr\c, union" message to congress. 


He called for enactment of uni- 
versal military training ns a se- 
curity measure but offered no ex- 
tended argument for it. 
. It is true that his detailed fore- 
ign program 
has yet to be laid 


before congress — that will be done 
probably in about 10 days. But it 
is also true that diplomatic offi- 
cials do not expect the foreign pol- 
icy message to change the one of 
the president's approach to con- 
"ress.. 


That tone may be described as a 
calm confidence that at the mo- 
ment things are going pretty well 
|n the world. Mr, Truman's open- 
ing words to congress today were: 
"I am happy to report to this 81st 
congress that 
the state of 
the 
union is good." 


When he spoke that conclusion 
e had come a long way from the 
nrn 
and 
urgent 
message 
of 


March, 1047 when he proclaimed 
.he Truman doctrine and asked aid 
to save Greece and Turkey from 
communism. 


At another point today the presi- 


dent described American 
foreign 


policy as aimed at peace and pros- 
perity for the world through inter- 
national cooperation. And he held 
out some hope that Russia and the 
United States may eventually find 
a basis for coopcraion: 


"We believe thnt if we hold reso- 


utely to this course," he said, "the

Be- 
cause it is a rich paper the Times 
is commonly regarded as a con- 
servative, even reactionary, publi- 
cation. It is nothing of the kind. 
It has been a New Deal paper most 
of the way and the unemotional 
front is a deceptive coloration. 


A few days ago, David 
Dubih- 
sky's 
union, 
the 
International 
Ladies' Garment 
Workers', 
pub- 
lished a "plan" to slip a substi- 
tute act in between 
the 
present 
Taft-Harley law and the Wagner 
Act. 


The head on the Times editorial 
said "Blueprint from Labor." 


There goes that needle! 
This union is not "labor" nor 
even of "labor." It is a private 
monopolistic cult ruled with iron 
authority by a few heavy-handed 
bosses who put up with no monkey 
business from either employers or 
rank and file.

It 
makes 
contractors

amounts of money into its vacation 
fund with respect to the work' of 
Individual members but makes its 
own decision as to how much of 
that money shall be paid back to 
these subjects for their vacations, 
and for other purposes. 


That is familiar practise. It ap 
pears to be legal. But it is not a 
practise of 'labor.'.' It is a prac- 
tise of unionism.
